PENNED IN A DEATH TRAP.

On Friday afternoon last the Bowery, this city, was 
the scene of a horror such as New York has not known 
and seen by daylight in recent years. Through 
enormous crowds ambulances, ran to the hospitals 
from a burning tenement factory, in which twenty 
men, women and children had died by fire. One am- 
bulance carried a naked man, painted red with blood, 
and visible to all. The air was black with the soft 





_coal smoke of the fire engines, and hot with the pale 


flames that leaped from the top of the tenement. It 
was the rear tenement at 197. Bowcry, adjoining the 
People’s theatre on the south. At 40’clock in the after 

noon sixty people who lived there or worked there at 
tailoring were busy in the crowded roome of the six- 
story building.

A woman in child birth had been burned to death with 
her child.

ORONER EIDMAN was 
hastily summoned to 
the ‘I'wenty-ninth pre- 
cinct Friday night to 
take the ante-mortem 
statement of a pretty 
eighteen-year-old girl 
named Annie Loretta 
Murphy.who was sup- 
posed.to be dying 
from the effects of 
malpractice. 

The girl is @ tele- 
graph operator, em- 
ployed by the Western 
Union Company, and 
lived with her brother 





in-law, Frederick Kirschbaum, at No. 519 East 110th 


street. Some time in March she met a young man who 

told her his name was Cyrus Watson. He paid her 
marked attention, and finally led her astray under 
promise of marriage. Finding that she Could ho long- 
er conceal her canditien-he took her to @ phyalcian in 
Downing street, Brooklyn, where. the operation was 
performed. 

Thegirl had the most implicit confidence in Watson 
until, through the police, she heard that his name was 
not Watson. Then she told the whole story, and gave 
information which led to his and the physician’ s arrést. 
Detectives Mott and Price of the Twenty-ninth pre- 
cinct were put on the case, and next morning arrested 
Dr. George V. Rockwell. of 226 Macdonough street, 
Brooklyn, who had performed a criminal operation on 
her. 

He admitted having attended the girl. He is not yet 
30 years old and has a respectable practice. He has a 
wife and two children. and has been practicing six 
years as a physician. 

The detectives brought Dr. Rockwell to this city. On 
the way over they questioned him about the whera- 
abouts of the young man who called himscif Cyrus 
Watson, and who, so Annie Murphy declares, betrayed 
her under promise of marriage and took her to Dr. 
Rockwell. Annie says that she met Watson in Fulton 
street, near Broadway, one day last March when she 
was going home from her work in the Western Union 
building. He went part way home with her, an! met 
her a good many other times by appointment. , 

Dr. Rockwell says that the young man who brought 
the girl to him was an‘ old friend, Field W. Sweezy, a 
Columbia College. Law School graduate of last year. 
Sweezy boarded somewhere on Lexington avenue, Dr. 
Rockwell said, but he hattett there now and was at his 
home in Marion, Ind. Dr. Rockwell said that Sweezy’s 
people had means, and that the young nan was a 
bright fellow who had already a good practice asa 
lawyer. The detectives: took Dr. Rockwell to Mr. 
Kirschbaunm’s house, and Annie there identified him 
as the physician who had performed the operation 
upon her. Dr. Rockwell did not deny it. Twenty 
years’ imprisonment for both the doctor and the ac- 
cessory is the maximum penalty proyided . upon con- 
viction, in case of the death of the woman or the child. 

Dr. Rockwell was arraizned in the Harlem Police 
Court before Justice Gorman yesterday morning. He 
is slender and gogd- looking. He made a formal plea of 
“Not guilty,” and'said that he didn’t waut to have any 
lawyers, but would defend himself, At the request of 
Capt. Westervelt fustice Gorman remanded Dr. Rock- 
well until this marning. Then Capt. Westervelt went 
down to the corbner’s office and made an affidavit 
charging Sweezy with being an acoessory to Dr. Kock- 
well’s crime. Upon -this Coroner Eidman issued 

warrant for Sweezy’s arrest. Capt. Westervelt lod 
the warrant with the. Detectfve Bureau, and Superin- 
tendent Murray telegraphed to the Marion police to 
arrest Sweezy, stating that he would send an offieer 
with a warrant and requisition papers as soon as he re- 
ceived word of Sweezy’s arrest. 

Sweezy was arrested at once at Marion by Sheriff W. 
J. Wilson, of that place. Information of the arrest was 
telegraphed to Police Headquarters last night. He is 
employed in the law office of Browney & Carrol), in 
Marion. He said he would come to New York with- 
out a requisition, aifa an officer: was sent on to bring 
him here, 

Annie Murphy was delirious most of the day yester- 
day, and in her delirium often called aloud the false 
name of her betrayer. She used to live in Brooklyn, 
and while there was very active in amateur theatricals. 

Dr. G. V. Rockwell was brought up before Justice 
Murray in the Harlem Police Court for examination. 
The prisoner’s brother, E. H. Rockwell, of Temple 
Court, ‘acted at his counsel. His father, George 8. 
Rockwell, a coal dealer. of 28 Broadway, New York, and 
65 Downing street, Brooklyn, was also present. Louis 
N. Kirschbaum, the complainant’s brother-in-law, sub- 
mitted an affidavit, in which he said that he heard the 
virl’s statement as made to Coroner midmen, and that 
he believed it to be true. 

A part of the evidence brought forward by the prose- 
cution is the following letter, signed with what is al- 
leged to be the fictitions name of Lawyer Field W. 
Sweezy, who is said by the girl to have been the author 
of her ruin. Sweezy has been living in Indiana since 
his recent graduation at the Columbia Law School, and 








has carried on his correspondence with Annie through 
a friend at Hartford, Conn. ‘This is a part of the 
letter: 
HARTFORD, Conn., July 19, 1888. 

My Ds AB ANNIE: You have been wondering, I sup- 
pose, why I have not written to you, and I imayine by 
this time you have succeeded in getting quite mad. If 
such is the case I wish I might gaze on your pretty face, 
for I like to see you when you try to get mad at me.

The prize fight between Frank Murphy, the cham- 
pion feather-weight of England, and Jack Havlin, of 
Boston, the holder of the ‘‘Police Gazette” diamond 
belt, which represents the feather-weignt champion- 
ship of America, was to have been decided near this 
city on August 1, but owing to the bad management of 
the parties in charge, the battle was not brought off. 
Murphy, with Jim Kendricks, Ed Holske and Alf Rob- 
inson, arrived in this city on July 27, and after calling 
at the POLICE GAZETTE Office, went to a well-known re- 
sort on Long Island to await developments. Havlin, 
with Tommy O’Rourke,. his backer, arrived in New 
York on July 31, and paid a visit to the PoLICE GAZETTE 
office, after which he left for a quiet retreat out of the 
reach of prying eyes. On the eve of July 31, the tip was 
sent out tothe select number invited to witness the 
mill. Two tug boats had been engaged, and it was 
whispered that one was to leave the Battery. and the 
other at East Thirty-fourth street. The party jour- 
neyed to the rendezvous, and waited nearly two hours, 
but by a bungle on some one’s part, the tug boat did 
not arrive, and the principals and their backers began 
to be impatient. In the meantime the unusual appear- 
ance of the assemblage of twenty well-dressed men on 
the pier gave to somebody the suspicion that some- 
thing unusual was in progress. This order. loving citi- 
zen evidently went further in his consideration of the 
matter, for he ran up to Captain Ryan's station house, 
in East Thirty-fifth ‘street, near Third avenue. and 
stated that a party of people who were going to a prize 
fight had gathered on the dock. The captain at once 
sent a platoon of policemen down to clear the pier. 
They performed that function without any ceremony 
or much trouble, as the sports who had collected were 
rather willing to move on than be arrested. While the 
officers were still-on the pier the tng with the Boston 
party came up and attempted to make a landing. This 
was about ten o’clock. Ithad been agreed thatthe. 
start should be from the Thirty-third street pier, and 
the first direction. taken by the boats one that wus not 
toward the point where the final disembarkation . 
should be made. When the police saw the-new tug 
their suspicions became pretty. nearly_a.belief aud 
they ordered the boat away. Thus the engagement 
was broken up. 

After the fizzle, the New York Raquette Club refused 
to have any more to do with the affair, and the resuit- 
was that there was no purse. The men were eager to 
decide the battle, and new arrangements were made to 
enable the men to meet. . 

After the party, including the principals and spec- 
tators, arrived at the battle und, which was two 
hours’ ride from this city, th was no delay in ar- 
Tanging the preliminaries. Murphy stepped into the 
Ting. He was attended by Patsy Sheppard and Charley 
Norton. Havlin was seconded by Jack McAuliffe and 
Tom O’Rourke. 

The men shook hands at 5:43, and time was at once 
called, when the battle begun. ‘The following are 
the rounds in detail: 

Rounp 1—After cautious sparring Havlin landed a 
Straight left on Murphy’s chest. Murphy tried to 
counter, but failed. Havlin led again: and landed his 
lett lightly on Murphy’s cheek. but got a solid one on 
th: right cheek:in return.

He 
first entered*the magic circle in 1884, and his first meet- 
ing was with Dexter Kelley, of Cambridge, a middle- 
weight, whom he fought six rounds atghe West End 
Rooms, Boston, and had the best of it, but it was de- 
clared a draw. 

‘Three months later he met Marcellua Baker, a light-

met Jack Williams, of 
Enzland, in a seven- 
round bout, at Concert 
Hall, Boston, in which 
he was declared the win- 
ner. 

He afterward met 
Billy Frazier, a light- 
weizht, in a three-round bout, and he held his own so 
well that his backers offered to match him against 
Frazier for $500 for a fight to a finish, but Frazier re- 
fused to fight. 

Havlin’s next battle was with Jack Williams at the 
Athenzsum Club in Boston, in a soven-round bout that 
was declared a draw. 

Havlin then fought Ike Weir, the Belfast Spider. who 
is looked upon as one of the best feather-weights in 
this country. The men fought with gloves and the 
fight lasted over three hours, when neither was able to 
continue, and the battle ended in a draw. 

After this great display of writ; pluck and endurance 
Havlin issued a challenge, backed up with a forfeit, to 
fight Weir again, but the Belfast Spider did not pick 
up the gauntlet. 

Havin then challenged any feather-weight in Amer- 
ica to fight for the Richard K. Fox belt and $600 or 
$1,000.a side. The challenwe was accepted by Jack Far- 
reH, of this city, and a match was arranged. ' The 
fight was decided near this city on March 1, 188% and 
the stakes were $1,000, Havlin won after a short but 

contest. 

Having won the ‘Police Gazette” diamond belt and 
the feather-weight championship of America, he then 
announced. that he was willing to meet any man in the

‘world, and Thdmas O’Rourke, of Boston. agreed to 


match: Anim. Ed Holeke, with an eye to business, had 
seen Frank Murphy, the English feather-weight cham- 
pion, in England, and he at once seit over to know if 
he would come to America to fight Havlin. Murphy 
sent back a favorable reply and Holske sent for him. 

After Murphy's arrival a meeting was held in Boston 
and a match arranged to 
fight for $1,000 a side 
anda purse of $1,000 and 
the diamond belt. 

Frank Murphy was 
born in Birmingham, 
England. He is % years 
of age, stands 5 feet 44 
inches in height and 
weighs 118 poundy. His 
parents were from the 
County Roscommon,

&@ puwilist five years ago, when he disposed of Alf, 
alias Titty Howe, in five rounds with small gloves for a 
£20 purse. He subsequently beat Howe with knuckles 
in 4 minutes, at Brighton, for a £50 purse. 

At Birmingham he beat Jim Walder in 1 hour § min- 
utes, London rules, for £20 a side; also. beat Bill 
Rase, alias Harner, a 140 pound man, in1 hour 15 min- 
utes, for £22. 

.He also beat Bill James at Birminzham in four 
rounds for £20, and Enoch Thomas, old style, at Not- 
tingham, in 3% minutes, for £50. Then he fought a 
draw of 21 rounds with Jem Lane, in February, 1888, 
fora £2 purse. Lane weighed 142 pounds, and was, to 
all appearances, beaten, when the crowd broke up the 
match.

Charley Gleaso:, of tHisctty, and Jack Dempsey, 
light-weight champion of the Pacific Coast, fought to a tinish 
with skin gloves on the banks of the Minnesota ‘river, near Fort 
Snelling, Minn., Aug. 2. After a long dispute as to weight and 
the selection ot a referee, the men got down to work about noon, 
The tight was tor,$250 # side, only fifteen friends of each of the 
contestants being allowed as spectators. Dempsey was knocked 
out in the eighth toand. 


The long pending prize fight between J. Sterling, of 
Cheyenne, champion middle-weight of W yomifig, ‘and Billy 
Ross, of San Francisco, was decided at Denver, Col., on July 31. 
The men fought according to London rules for $500, The battle 
was a determined one. In the eighth round Ross’ won first 
knockdown. After the twentieth round Sterling was felled each 
time he came to the seratehy-urett he was completely knocked 
out and unable to respond in the twenty-seventh. 


The ‘‘Sporting Life,’’ July 24, publishes the fol- 
lowing: “At the Washington Music Hall, York Road, Battersea, 
on Wednesday, Aug. 15, & complimentary testimonial entertain-

He claims that Ed 8, 
Stokes, of the Hoffman House, New York, will back him against 
either Kilrain or Mitedell for $10,000 to $25,000 a side. Kilrain 
will arrive in New York August 25 on the Cunard steamer 
Etruria.” 

On the arrival of the champion he will not hesitate to ar. 
range a match with Sullivan, providing the latter has posted 
a forfeit of $1,000 with the Clipper, and issues a bona fide chal- 
lenge to fight for the abeve amount of stakes, the “Police Cine 
zette” diamond belt, and the championship of the world. Kil- 
rain’s backer will not be trightened by Sullivan proposing to 
fight for large stakes, and when it comes down to zenuine 
match making Kulrain will hold a straight flush, consisting of 
the “Police Gazette” diamond belt, the championship, ete. 

At Birmingham, England, July 18, there was a 
slashing mill between Joe Andrews and Harry Baker, both re- 
siding in Birmingham. The money at stake was only £10, and 


“the men had only a short time to prepare themselves for the 


fight, but when they entered the ring each looked contident and 
well, When hostilities commenced it was precisely half-past six 
oeclock, each pugilist having able seconds, and t!.e number 
around the ring side, all told, would be fhetween 30 and 40. After 
Andrews and Baker had disputed about nine rounds the ring 
was broken into, and some delay was caused, however, a fresh 
piece of turf was found, and all being in apple-pie order, they 
quickly got to business again. Whether the belligerents were 
annoyed at the unexpected appearance of the “coppers”? we can 
not say, but no time was lost in getting to work, and the fight- 
ing was of a most determined kind. Science, however, was not 
disregarded, and gach man clearly and decisively demonstrated 


that he was no dunee, the punishment dealt out during the con- , 


test being very heavy. In the tw nty-second round, the fight 
having occupied in both rings exactly 50 minutes, Andrews buc- 
ceeded in delivering the coup de grace, knocking him, fairly oat, 
and Joe was declared the winner. Both men were rather heavily 
punished. 


At Nebraska City .recently there was a slashing 
mill between Tom Brooks of Council Bluffs aud Henry McCarty 
of Hamburg, Ia. The fight was for a pot of $400, with skin 
gloves, “Police Gazette” rules, About fitt : spectators witnessed 
the event. The side betting ran up to about $500, and was in 
favor of MeCarty by heavy odds, Each of the principals are 
about the same sige and statare. Brooks stripped at 125 pounds 
and MeCarty at 127. The first part of the first round was taken 


up with cautions sparring. MeCarty made a rush for Brooks, * 


who caught him right and left in the ribs, which staggered him. 
McCarty struck several tremendous blows at. his antagonist in 
the last half of the roun;’, but all fell short. Brooks caught him 
in the mouth and drew first blood. In the second round Me- 
Carty made arash tor Brooks, who received him with a right 
upper blow that closed an optic, In this round McCarty got in 
some heavy blows on Brooks’, stomach, which ‘nearly, brought 
The rouhd was finished with cautious sparring. The 
first half of the third round ended the contest. McCarty made 
another of his ruhshes at Brooks, who caught him with an upper 
cut in the neck which downed him. He failed to come to time 
after that and the mill was awarded to the Bluffs’ favorite. Me- 
Carty was badly punished. Brooks was not scratched. He has 
only a slightly swelled knuckle and the $200. prize as a memento 
of the mill. He was the recipient of many congratulations last 
night.

Nearly 600 sporting men and others from Orange, 
Sullivan and Delaware counties gathered, on Aug. 1, at Cook’s 
Falls, on the Ontario and Western Railroad, sixty-tive miles 
north of Middletown, N. Y., to witness the fistic encounter be- 
tween Sidney Matlock, of Sullivan county, a local pugilist of 
renown, and Jack Hopper, the veteran light-weight fighter of 
New York city The tight was for $500 a side, “Police Gazette” 
rules, with two-ounce gloves, and toa finish. Thomas J. Sheri- 
dan, of New York, claimed to represent Hopper in the affair, 
while Mallock was backed by a well-known Sullivan county 
sport. It was intended at first that the fight should come off 
near Livingston Manor, Sullivan county, but when the party 
reached that point at about midnight, they found Sheriff Irvine 
and about a dozen deputies ready to pounce upon them in case 
of any attempt to carry out the programme. Accordingly, the 
party moved on just over the line into Delaware county, and 
here the ring was pitched, and the men entered, wearing skin 
gioves, and in proper fighting trim, attended by seconds, and 
with a Livingston Manor man acting as reteree. There was 
quite lively betting on the resuls. with odds in favor of Matlock 
Wheu the fighters entered the ring, at 3 4. M., iu the midst of 











a drenching downpour of rain, Mallock’s antagonist, while look- 
ing like Jack Hopper, was recoynized as no other than Jack 
Gillespie, a New York pugilist of some note. The tight went on 
just the same, however, to the sudden discomiiture of the pre- 
tended Jack Hopper. At the word the mon advanced and 
fein ed and countered for some seconds. Then the New ‘Yorker 
aimed a slashing blow at Malilock’s mug which was neatly 
stopped, and in quick return Mallock delivered a sledge hain- 
mer blow with his left on his antagonist’s jugular, under the 
right ear, which sent him to grass. Q@tlleépie was on his feet in 
& moment and renewed the fight, but he got a second stunning 
blow in the same spyt as before that lald him out senagiess on 
the turf. He was unable to come to time for a sécond round, 
and the referee awarded the fight to Mallock. The Sullivan 
county man’s friends went wild over the victory. 


Tom Lees, self-styled the middle-weight pugilistic 
champion of Australia, has arrived in this couritry. Lees is 4 
bright, intelligent looking fellow of 6 feet 113g inches in height. 
His weight, when in condition, is 160 pounds. “He has: alwuys 
been interested in athletic sports, but never did much boxing 
until about four years ago. He held the New Zealand champlon- 
ship for sprint running for seven years. There he astonished 
the natives by putting up a 120-pound dumbbell: three times 
fromthe shoulder with one hand, and other gigantic feats. His 
’ first appearance tn public as a boxer was in the Academy of 

Music at Sydney with the Miller Foley combination. Soon 
afterward he had his first prize fight. Ht was with Cribb, in 
Orange, New South Wales. The match was tor £60, Marquis of 
Queensberry rules, with ordinary-sized gloves. Cribb wus 
knocked out in six rounds. Subsequently Lees defeated O’Brien, 
William Farnam, Harry Goulding, Jack Malloy, Lou Keegan and 
Pablo Frank. He won the middle-weight championship of Aus- 
tralia from William Farnam -on the 19th of: May, 1685, defeating 
him in 12 rounds. In the return match, on April 19, 1886, the 
two men fought 17 rounds and were then stopped by the police. 
The next day they met again and in four rounds Lees again de- 
feated Farnam. After Lees arrived in. Eugland. ho‘waamatched 
to fight BI Perkins. “Lees knocked bim out in six rounds. He 
was then matched to fight Bill Goode for £300, and the battle 
ended ina draw. On August 1 Lees called at this office with 
Prof. Wm. Miller, Prof. Wm. C. McClellan and a number of 
sporting men and left the fullewing challenge, which is di- 
rected more especially to Jack Dempsey,.the middle-weight

When Jake Kilrain, the ‘champion. of the world, 
arrives on his nativé ‘soll’ there -promtisés to be a great. fiatic 
boom, as several of the heavy-weights are’ eager to wrest the 
championship from Kilrain, « task which many of the candl- 
dutes for the title will find difficult.’ Ellraint- is the recognized 
“champion. He haldg the ‘Police Gazette”: diatnond belt, which 
embleni represents the championship of the worldgand which he 
is aware he must defehd against all buna Ade chailonges.. This 
he is able and willing to do, no matter who his challenger may 
be: Sullivan, Ashton and Killen boast that they will challenge 
Kilrain, but the sporting public place no faith in these asser. 
tions, because neither one of this trio has proven the: sincerity 
of his intentions by backing himself up in a regular business 
way. Kilrain would sooner enter a 24-foot ring agalnst Sullivan, 
the fistic marvel, as he is termed in England, than any man 
breathing, but the impossibility of any match being arranged 
between the champien and the ex-chaimplon arises from the fact 
that the latter. could not raise the sinews of. war, o 
find any sporting ‘man ready to, put up the stakes 
for him to meet Kilrain in a match. for the champion- 
ship, because nearly every shrewd sporting man is of the 
opinion that Sullivan’s pugilistic sun has set and will never rise 
‘again with the brightness it did: six yoars ago. Therefore, it Is 
doubtful if the ex-champlon could find backers ready to put up 
$1,000 for him, supposing that the champion was willing to bat- 
tle for that amount. The only two pugilists who could find bacx- 
ers to consummatea match for the champlonship with Kilrain 
are Pat Killen, the Duinth Slasher, and Mike Conley, the Ithaca 
Giant. -But there are some doubts whether Killen could find a 
backer ready ta risk $2,600 on the resuit of a fistic encounter with 
Kilrain. If the contest was to be dechied in a hall, and tickets 
of admission sold, the stakes might be forthcoming, providing a 
share of the’ large sum of money taken at the gate was to be 
divided according to some stipulated agreement. Conley, the 
Ithaca Giant, on the other hand, has got a backer In J. D. Hayes 
who has got plenty of the ducats and Is ready to put them up on 
his protege, so that there would be more likelihood of Conley, the 
Ithaca Giant, being matched against Kilrain than any other 
heavyweight now posing asa candidate for the championship. 
Kilrain is not eager to enter the arena unless .he is challenged, 
and should any of the big guns challonge him, he will not 
pick out what Is termed in the vernacular * marks,” but accept 
the first buna fide challenge issued, no matter who is the chal- 
lenger. The rules, however, governing the “Police Gasette’® 
diamond belt must be adhered to. Hence the only chal- 
lenge that Kilrain will pay any attention to is the deft that 
is published in’ the New .York ClUpper, accompanied 
by a forfeit of $500, stipulatin: that London prize ring rules shall 
govern the contest, and the stakes any amount from. $2,500 to 
$10,000. Conley has an eye on the champlonship, as will be seen 
by the following from J. D. Hayes, of Ashland, Wis., who says, 
in a letter: 

“Now thor is no prospect of Mike Oonley, the Ithaca Giant, 
being able to arrange a match with Pat Killen, the Duluth 
Smsher, Conley must pay attention to Jake Kilrain, the recoxz- 
nized champion of America, who holds the ‘Police Gazette’ din- 
mond belt, which represents the champlonship of the world 
Conley’s ambition {fs to flourish as the champion, of tho world. 
He is ready to meet Jem Smith, the champion of England; or 
any of the heavy-welghts who stand between him and the cham- 
plonship. He would sooner mevt any man fn the world than be 
compelled to have to enter the ring aguinst Kilrain, but should 
he fail in his efforts to coax Jom Smith, Johan L. Sullivan, Pat 
Killen, Joe McAuliffe, Patsy Cardiff or Joo Lannon to arrange a 
bona fide match, then he (Conley) will have to throw: down the 
gauntlet to Kilrain by challenging him to a battle for tho ‘Police 
Gazette’ diamond belt and the championship of the world.” 

Conley still persists in keeping himself in good condition, and 
is"determined’ not to allow an ounce of useless flesh to grow on 
him if he'can help it. He never fails to take his morning walk 
to Webb’s springs dally, and the bag affords him exercise ‘the 
latter part of the day. He will pound it natil ‘the noise can bo 
heard for blocks away. It keeps him In good shape, and he 
knows it. He doesn’t mean to let the grass grow under his feet. 

A Western exchange says the stock In Mike Conley, the Itha- 
ca Giant, has gona to the very summit of popularity, and he now 
is rated far above such men-as Sullivan, Ashton, Cardiff, Fell, 
Killen and Clow. The entire sporting world ts on tiptoe over 
Conley, and the Kastern papers are ctowded with sketches of 
him. Ashland may yet have the champlon pugilist of the world. 
Why not? 

The Globe, the Tribune and other Western papers give Conley 
credit of being a than of nerve, strength and science, and pre- 
dict for him such greatness as it is possible for a pugilist to ob- 
tain. Even the Duluth papers, which heaped their abusive 
articles upon Conley fur weeks after his battle with Clow, have 
begun to observe that he is a better man then they gave him 
credit of being, and, if they do net compliment him, they are at 
least honest and fair enough to give him credit for the efforts he 
has made to get some of the big ’uns to put up their fists. There 
is hardly a doubt but that Conley will meet the best man in the 
world—Jake Kilrain.

It is with pride that we are able to record that Miss 


‘Annie Oakley, the chumpion female rifle and wing shot of the 


world, has again made her name famous by her expertness with 
the shot gun. At Gloucester, Pa., on July 30, Miss Onkley killed 
49 out of 60 birds. The shooting was done according to Hurling- 
ham rules, the birds being released from five traps at 25 yards’ 
rise. Frank Kleintz, the champion shot of Pennsylvania, acted 
as referee, and Miles L. Johnson released the birds. Justice of 
the Peace Richard W. Kerswell,-of Camden, was the official 
scorer, and his tally-sheets showed that Miss Oakley had killed 
81 birds without a miss. The thirty-second was the only one 
that escaped. Thirty nine birds were killed at the first fire, but 
the other ten required the second barrel before they were 
brought down. 


About 20,000 people crowded about the Palace 
Hotel, West Brighton, at 5 o’clock Sunday afternoon to witness 
the mounted broadsword contest for the championship and 
$1,000 between Duncan C. Ross and Captain John Daily. Dur- 
ing the seventh bout Daily was thrown from his horse and 
sprained his ankle, which necessitated his leaving the fleld. Be- 
fore he did so, however, he attacked Ross, who was still on 
horseback This apparently angered Ross, and he threw his 
sword at Daily, striking him on the breast. Up to this time not 
a few in the crowd had been crying the exhibition down as a 
fake, but whe Chief of Police McKane interfered as Ross threw 
his sword at Naily much excitement prevatied, and a large part 
ofthe crowd began to belieye that it was a genuine contest. 
When Chief McKane made his appearance Daily left his horse 
standing and limped Into the hotel. Ross was declared the 
winner by Referee. Witiiam Miller by 7 to 2 points. Ross dis- 
player great skili and horsemanship. 


- The double-scull race for $5,000 and the champion- 
ship of the world was rowed on the lake at Saratoga, N. Y., on 
August 3. The principals were Jake Gaudaur and John McKay 
against John Teemer and Albert Hamin. “The course was three 
miles, one mile and a half and a turn, and Teemer and Hamm 
were the favorites. Gaudaur and McKay were clad in blue 
trunks and b'ack and white striped shirts, and Teemer and 
Hamm wore blue pants and shirts of different colors, Teemer 
wearing a brown and Hamm a white shirt. Gaudaur won the 
toss for position, and chose side nearest the hotel. The men 
were cautioned to get in readiness to start, and told that the 
start would be made by the word ‘“yzo"? without any preparing 
commands. The contestants’ boats were held by the sterns by 
two men in rowboats. There was no reason why they could not 
getagood start. At the word “go” Gaudaur and McKay got 
away in capital style, having at least one stroke to their advan- 
tage before their less adroit rivals caught the water. It was 
painfully apparent trom the way that Tecmer and Hamm started 
off that their tactics would be main strength and nothing more, 
as they gave the poorest exhibition of double-scull rowing ever 
seen for professional oarsmen. They were stroked for the first 
minute, and Gaudaur and McKay showed thirty-seven tothe 
minute to thirty-six strokes of their stalwart rivals. Teemer 
recognized that they had some work cut Out for them that they 
had not bargained for, and consequently put every ounce of 
strength that remaived into the struke, but of no avail, as the 





i.side of Teemer in order to reach it. Gaudaur and McKay sunk 
their sculls to turn in 9 minutes 12 seconds, and Teemer reached 
that point in 9 minutes 28 seconds. The race home was a walk- 
over for Gaudatr and McKay. As they neared the finish Teemer 
and Hamm, who were inside, cut ucruss the wake of their rivals 
and again assumed their old position. Another spurt was given 
by Teemer and Hamm, but they died on the spurt, and their ri- 
vals crossed the line, winners of the $5,000 and the world’s cham. 
pionship. It was generally conceded that Gaudaur and McKay 
done the finest piece of double-scull rowing that the veteran 
Oursmen ever saw.

At the California Athletic Club, San Francisco, a 
glove contest to a finish between Jack McAuley, of San Francisco, 
and Ed Cuffe, of New York, recently took place. Cuffe arrived in 
San Francisco some weeks ago with quite a reputation as « pu- 
gilist, und as in his trial bouts he displayed consider..ble 
knowledge of fisticufis, it was decided to match him against Me- 
Auley, who has proved himself a good man over and over again 
in the ring in San Francisco. Both men had careful training, 


McAuley at Sausalito under Sam Fitzpatrick, and Cuffe at Menlo . 


Park under Young Gannon, so that a good mill was anticipated. 
In this the onlookers were not disappointed, although Cuffe did 
not realize the anticipations he had formed. He posed awkwardly 
and had little or no defense. His eyes wandered also very often 
from his adversary, and the probability is that his experiences 
before 9 “sea of faces” had been few, and that he wus afflicted 
with what is aptly termed stage fright. It was nearly 10 o’clock 
when themen made thelr appearance in the ring. McAuley, 
who weighed 160 p ds, was handled by Sam Fitzpatrick, and 
Cuffe (164 pounds) | by Billy Mahan and Gannon. Young Mitchell 
was refaree and Joe Choynsky and Tom Cleary timekeepers. 
At the call of. time the fighters advanced toward one another 
quickly, and Cuffe’s peculiar style at once caused comment. He 
stood stiff-legged and worked his left hand as 1f he were endeav- 
oring to point out some one on the benches over McAuley's 
head. McAuley seemed to size his man up at a glance, and im- 
mediately began to: thump him with both hands in the ribs. 
Cuffe took his punishment kindly and made little effort to re- 
turn it. As the men went to their corners eries of “a hundred 
to fifty on McAuley!” went up unheeded. In the second round 
Cuffe brightened up and worked his arms in amore limber 
fashion. He tried with his right for McAuley’s neck, and they 
closed and went down together. When they arose McAuley 
reached his man’s jaw with a stinging left-hander and received 
a hot one on the neck from the New York fighter’s right In re- 
turn. A little wary sparring ensued, and Cuffe reopened hostill- 
ties by driving his left on McAnley’s mouth. The blow brought 
Jack to the floor, and Gannon, Cuffe’s second. in an excited 
Manner roared out: “First knockd wn for Cuffe!” The only 
acknowledgement he re elved was a roa: of laughter, as scoring 
for “first knockdowns” or “first bloods” is an unknown practice 
in San Francisco conte-ts. When McAuley rose he swung his 
right with good effect on Cuffe’s neck and drove his left into the 
New Yorker's stomach, a blow which evidentiy hurt consider- 
ably, as Guffe turned pale and shuffled away toward the edge of 
the reservation. The third round opened ina brisk manner, 
and the men stood in close and gave good exchanges on head 
and body. Cuffe cnme out of this little enzagement with a drab- 
colored left optic and a crimson-stained mouth, while Jack’s 
body was dappled with crushed strawberry patches. Both men 
breathed heavily, but McAuley seemed anxious to force mat- 
ters. He gota le.t-hander home on Cuffe's neck, aid was the 
recipient of a similar blow in return, which sent him stagger- 
ing. Toward the end of the round McAuley dealt Cuffe a severe 
body blow, which resounded through the hall and caused the 
Now Yorker to wince visibly. The fourth and fifth rounds were 
not very brilliant. McAuley had a slight advantage in the close 
fizhting, but neither man did anything remarkable. Cuffe 
evinced a desire to introduce backheeling into’ the 
contest. He threw his opponent once, and had to 
be warned a couple of times by the referee. In the 
sixth round Cuffe sent in one effective left-hander on Mo. 
Auley’s Jaw. He attempted several times to renew the feat, but 
fell short. About the middle ot the round the men closed in 
and fought lively, and Cuffe’s features began to alter under the 
influence of the smashes he received. A heavy left-hander over 
the left eye brought him down heavily, and McAuley’s friends 
became jubilant. When the New Yorker arose his eyes were roll- 
ing and his steps unsteady. He was eviden'ly dazed, and fell 
an.easy prey to McAuley’s right. which sent him under the 
ropes again. Five times was Cuffe floored in this round, and he 
proved himself as game as the proverbial pebble, for he always 





‘came to his feet. and though apparently half unconscious 4s to 


the surrounding, struck out teebly at his hard-hitting opponent. 
The yelling of the onlookers made it impossible for the time- 
keepers to be heard, but signs being made that the alloted time 
af the sixth round was up, Cuffe’s seconds secured their strug- 
gling principal beneath the arms and dragged him to his chair, 
with his legs trailing on the floor. So anxious were they tu get 
hfm to his corner that they nearly managed to mash his head 
against the corner post—a proceeding which probably would 
have knocked him out forever. The seventh round was short. 
Cuffe still had defective leg action as a result of his sixth round 
experiences. McAuley measured him and sent in both right and 
lett on nose and neck. The New Yorker showed wonderful en- 
durance, and though the upper portion of his bady was rocking 
like a Whitehall in rough water, he managed to keep his feet. It 
was evident, however, that the battle was about finished, and 
within a few seconds McAuley sent in acrushing right-hander 
on the tottering New Yorker’s nose. That blow settled it, as 
Cuffe spun half round and fell on his face to the floor, his fore- 
head coming in contact with the boards, a circumstance which 
served to render him still more oblivious to what was going on 
around him. McAuley was awarded the trophy.

Ed. Corrigan, the well-known turfman of Kansas 
City, whose portrait recently appeared in this paper, lately intre- 
duced into his management of the West Side race track, Chi- 
cago, tactics which have made him very notorious in the 
Missouri city. He took a fancied offense at a protest made by 
Mr. Samuel Lavis, and raising 2 landed cane brought it with full 
force upon the Jatter, cutting through a stiff hat, and laying the 
skull bare. Lavis fell as though he was shot, the blood stream- 
ing over his face and clothes. A crowd immediately formed, 
proposed summary vengeance for the act of Mr. Corrigan, and 
if it had not been for a number of the horseman’s friends, who 
hurried him from the scene, he would: have been roughly 
handled. Since the races have been opened Corrigan has been 
the fear ot all who have been brought in contact with him. A 
few days ago he struck a track employee, fracturing his 
jaw; he has had innumerable encounters with newspaper 
reporters with whose accounts of the races he had be- 
come displeased, and only yesterday threatened to break 
the head of one of them, Much complaint has been 
heard daily.. concerning a new starter, whois a friend of Cor- 
rivan’s, and whom he is teaching the art of getting the horse 
off. It is claimed that the starting became worse and worse, 
and that hardly.a race was run without one or fore horses be- 
ing left at the post. To-day in one of the events Rambler, who 
was a hot favorite, was left at the post. Lavis, with ” number 
of others, proceeded to judyes’ stand to ‘protest. The judges or- 
dered ‘him from the stand, when several voices shouted: ‘Get 
some new judges!” and “Give us # new starter!” Just then 
Corrigan, who had seen Lavis addressing the judges, came upon 
thescene. -Without any warning the blow fell upon Lavis’ head, 
knocking him senseless. “He was taken care of at the track 
until he could ‘be removed to his residence on West Madison 
street, where he was lying in an Insensible condition at a late 
hour to-night. When Capt. Aldrich, of the district in which the 
track is located, heard of the man’s eondition, he swore out a 
warrant for Corrigan’s arrest. At midnight there were eight 
detectives after him, but were unable to locate him. It is sup- 
posed that he wag hurried out of town on some evening train. 
The local papers will unite in condemning Corrigan’s action in 
running race tracks. 


The Bard, king of the running turf, with his un- 
broken list of victories, champion of the year, lost his title on 
Aug. 2 to Firenzi, with only four winning brackets out of ten 
battles this season. and among her conquerors: Elkwood, Terra 
Cotta, Enrus and Connemara.

He is of Cornish parents, and was 
born in Wendron, near Helston, in 1859. He stands & teet 10 
inches in his stockings and weighs 190 pounds. His chest meas- 
ures 44 inches, biceps 16 inches, forearm 13 inches, thigh 26 
inches, and calf 18 inches. He made his first appearance us a 
wrestler in America, when very young, in & general tournament 
of over sixty entries, winning second prize. His first appear- 
ance in England was at Truro in 1684 in the great county wrest- 
ling match, there winning the first prize and medal valued at 
£20, and there being 64 entries. He afterward appeared at all 
the various open competitions in the county of Cornwall, 


winning all premier honors, medals and belts, and has continued ° 


to maintain the honor upto the presenttime. As recently se 
July 4, 1887, he accepted the challenge of Jack Carkeek, the 
American champion, for the championship ot the world for $500 
a side, the match to take place at Redruth, after a long and 
hard struggle of four hours he secured a back, and in the end 
Carkeek refused to answer at the call of time, when the mateb 
was decided in favor of Pearce, thus declaring him the cham- 
pion of the world.
